mediate measures should not be taken, to put restraint 
on those, who are preparing, so far as lies in their 
power, to spread pestilence sod death through this 
whole community. The pestilence once commenced, 
nothing is easier than to aggravate it; and to aggra- 
vate it until it becomes so severe and intense, that it 
invades all ranks of people, temperate and intemper- 
ate. When thus exusperated, by new excitement sup- 
plied from day to day by the revels of the drunkard, it 
cuts down, with an unsparing hand, young and old,so- 
ber and sensual, the righteous and the wicked. 

May I not call then upon my respected fellow citi- 
zens, and ask them, whether it is indeed lawful and 
proper, atsuch atime as this, that one’s neighbor 
should keep, within his precincts, a deadly lake, which 
is sending forth its poisonous exhalations into all his 
neighborhood, and causing destruction and death? 
The question whether the sober community have a 
right to abate such nuisances, is simply the question 
Whether self-defence is lawful? 1 maintain that it is 
the first law of nature; and that self-defence, where 
the cause is just and the innocent are to be protected, 
entitles any comnaunity of men to go any or all lengths 
with the reckless and the profligate and the contem- 
ners of the welfare of society, if it becomes necessary. 
The question: Whether this town can close all the grog 
shops? is in my own view, no more a question, than 
whether it could let out a lake of mephitic exhalations, 
which sent plague and yellow fever in every direction, 
and which the owner should insist on preserving, be- 
cause he sold its intoxicating, although deadly weters, 
at some profit for himself. The common law of Eng- 
land and this country, and the eternal law written up- 
on our very natures by God himself, says: So use vour

would hardly be diminished and the sum of mortality in a given 
term of months or years, would hardly, if at all be increased. 

4. No country hae a right to expect uninterrupted pros- 
perity. Of the scourges which ionally visit nations, the 
cholera is one of the slightest. 

5. A year of cholera 1s a less evil than a year of bad gov- 
ernment. It is not probable that all the death and suffuing 
which cholera has inflicted upon France, has been so detri- 
mental to that country as six months of Napoleon's adminis- 
tration, or one of his campaigns. 

6. A year of cholera is a less evil than a year of intermper- 
ance. ‘wenty years ago, more life and labour was sacrificed 
in the United States to ardent spirits, than the cholera has 
consumed in any eivilized country of Europe. At the pres- 
ent day, cholera without intemperance, would be buta shad- 
ow of what it now appears. 

7. If in any civilized country cholera becomes a grievous 
calamity, it is chiefly because the imprudence, the terror 
and the selfishness of citizens render it so. 

8. History shows that in times of general pestilence, man- 
kind, in proportion to their state of ignorance and ferocity, 
have given vent to their bad passions in misguided acts of 
cruelty and strife. In the middle ages, to obtain satisfac- 
tion for this infliction of Providence, they massacred Jews, 
and burnt witches. In modern times they assail municipal 
governments, attack public charities, mob physicians, and 
write newspaper calumnies. 7 

9. It is not worthy of a humane and enlightened age, 
that friends, or that cities should renounce intercourse with 
each other, on account of a calamity, which must speedily 
become common to all, exactly in proportion to their capacity 
to receive it. 

19. Should the cholera continue to prevail for three years 
ihroughout this continent, it would cease to interrupt either 
business or recreation. Mankind cannot always stand aghast, 
and the wheels of society at length would no more be im- 
peded by it, than they now are by the existence of consump- 
tion, of old age, or of drunkenness. 

11. When the cholera arrives in a place, it behoves every 
active and healthy citizen to make his will and make his 
peace with God. “Having done this, he should go about his
